Each individual should plan to bring some form of identification with 
photograph to show to the receptionist, upon entering the building. If you 
will let me know of any handicapped persons who will attend, I will make 
special arrangements to assist them. Since we have limited parking 
facilities, it will help to know in advance the number and description of 
vehicles you will be arriving in. Buses or vans should plan to stay here for 
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the duration of your visit (otherwise, special arrangements must be made with 
the gate, which means an even earlier arrival). I apologize in advance for 
any inconvenience that may be caused by the construction of our new 
Headquarters addition. 


The Agency allows neither hazardous equipment--such as weapons or 
explosives--nor cameras, recording devices, or radio transmitters to be 
brought into the building, which I guess should go without saying. 
Nevertheless, to save embarrassment, you might mention these things to our 
guests. 


Also attached is a checklist summarizing these details, which I hope will 
assist you in making arrangements. We look forward to your visit. If you 
have any further questions, please do not hesitate to call me at 703-351-7676.
